shin meadows and all, seem to indicate 
the Frye Village section over on the 
river road somewhere for this Johnson 
estate, which must be looked up later. 
The pound was over there and neigh- 
bor Chandler with the cattle and Lieut. 
Thomas with the rogues as he was 
constable usually. made his life lively 
in the early times. There were two 
houses, the old one where %Josia lived, 
the Harvard graduate, farmer, carpen- 
ter and emigrant to Lancaster with Au- 
nis Chandler (Andrew Peters’ grand- 
daughter) ; the new one, where Dama- 
ris and Thomas spent the last quiet 
days, and in which Thomas and the 
already heavily burdened Hanna Stone 
were called to new grief. Just three 
years after the Andover horror came 
the news of cousin Sara Chandler and 
her young son Abiel of brother Joseph 
Wright’s family in Worcester Colony, 
who also lost their lives by fire with 
the brave negro servant who tried to 
save the young child and his mother, 
Whether the Johnson girls built up 
again or whether Hanna, the widow, 
lived awhile in the old house with 
Josia on her side the chimney, I know 
not, only that the estate was large, 
1337£, and a committee of “ honest 
neighbors ’’ to quote one of the Sprague 
grandfathers, was set to divide the 
meadow containing the“ Den Hill“, 
the Johnson's dam, the land near Un— 
cle Tim's meadow, and the line passed 
off the stage, the land to young Faulk- 
ner for one heir. 

Early in 1700, John and James had 
been presented with the twin farms 
divided by a ditch, over behind Thom- 
as Abbott on the river and near the es- 
tate of the late Dea. Dascomb perhaps, 
as the last of the race held that estate. 
These Johnsons of the West Parish 
were the most interesting of their fam- 
ily. Before they spread out into 
Tewksbury and Reading, they sent 
strong arms and willing hearts to the 
French war. ‘Joseph became a black- 
smith instead of a carpenter like his 
grandsir and went away to the un- 
known, while ‘Andrew and Hanna 
Chandler raise a family of sons, de- 
voting Andrew at 20, David at 16 to 
the Louisburg siege (being Farnum 
grandsons) while old Andrew himself, 
as Miss Bailey relates, returns from 
his last campaign in 1756 a wreck with 
some rights in York, and a homestead, 
which Jonathan the felt-maker from 
Hollis, who comes to fix up father An-

Brother Obadia became as rich in his 
line as did old Timothy his father’s 
cousin over iu the North Parish.. He 
married Hanna Osgood first and Debo- 
ra Russe for the second and got 
money in both: ventures. His third, 
Dorothy Smith, survived him, living 
with Peter, one of the twins on the 
old homeplace — with as much room 
as she reasonably wants and to move 
or sell what she chooses except the old 
clock fastened to the house.“ Added 
to the old style annuity of pork 
and corn comes two bushels of the 
Londonderry potato, twenty-eight 
pounds of sugar, two pounds of coffee, 
two gallons of rum and one of brandy, 
with ten pounds of cotton wool, added 
to wheel material. Obadia gives his 
blacksmith, anvil, and vice to young 
Obadia, and the farm lands on the road 
to Tewksbury with leave to go through 
the John Johnson lands to the Shaw- 
shin pastures. Debora and Nathan 
Bailey, Hanna and Timothy Hoh, 
Peter on the homestead, indicate the 
family group long since laid in the 
old West yard if any monument re- 
mains. Obadia's brother, Jacob, clung 
to old Andover with Sara Dolliver, 
leaving one faithful son Osgood, who 
married Fanny Abbott in the Rowley 
George line through Jeduthan, and 
their "Osgood of Dartmouth, 1823, was 
with us a while as principal at old Phil- 
lips, then passed on at 34 to higher 
work. His sister Fanny, the wife of 
Dea. Jacob Dascomb of Wilton, N. H., 
and later on the old place in Andover, 
will be recalled by many of the elders 
of the present generation. I recall my 
father’s tale of a house building where 
the men were boarded and the difficul- 
ty he experienced in eating his pudding 
before the service of meat, a New 
Hampshire custom, maybe. 

Over at John's house, all these long 
years, was growing up three sets of 
children, Eiinor Ballard’s, Mary Far- 
num’s, and some step children belong- 
ing to Thomas and Anna Russe, whose 
widow became John Johnson’s relict. 
She was a most remarkable Faroum 
and succeeded to the management of 
her sister Mary's children with 
good courage, having been left a widow 
in early days. John was a weaver in 
his youth and bought laud in Haver- 
hill on the river, but later on he seems 
to be a wheelwright, and in 1719 when 
52, deeds one half his farm to his sec- 
ond son, James. That was the year 
his father, old Thomas, died, and he 
administers on the remaining small es- 
tate 4£, perhape inducing him to re- 
serve half his farm to buy and sell as 
he chose. Dying in 1741, he gives this 
reserved half to John the eldest son 
who seems to marry late in life and die 
a widower without issue. Still I may 
sometime find that he lived over in 
Tewksbury. We often hear from the 
relatives who go to the north towns 
but never a map returns to tell the tale 
of his Tewksbury ventures. Anna 
Russe Johnson lives two short years 
with young John, enjoying her “east 
end of the barn as last built.“ „As she 
reserved her own stuff at marriage, he 
gives his away.“ ‘Zebadia has been 
provided for with the girls, and Joshua, 
son of Mary Farnum, already pro- 
vided for, adds to the law papers a 
most spunky quit claim of all but the 
house stuff, beds, coverlets, plates, 
chairs, andirons, kettles, etc., belong- 
ing to his mother Mary, my honored 
father has improved”’ ; „wishing said 
brethren all prosperity,” Joshua 
makes his bow and retires, carrying his 
Farnum backbone to new scenes. An- 
na placidly records her content“ with 
the plans of John. Her will is a fine 
one as are all thos: of Andover dames. 
Her granddaughter Debora over at the 
other house, Obadia’s girl, gets every- 
thing she can spare from the Russe 
children, a remnant of whom still lives 
way up north in Methuen. 

‘Zebadia, the yeoman, lingers sick 
till 1770 and names his girls the Town- 
send, Dinsmore, and Thurston children. 
The grandfather Dow of the Hampton 
historian, who with his wife, Elizabeth 
Danforth, spent a few years with us, 
signs the papers, and the marriage of 
the two sous with McIntyre and Ban- 
croft girls in Reading indicates the di- 
rection of the later movement. <A 
voter of Ballardvale, Isaac, and possi- 
bly James E. Johnson of the Centre 
may be from the old line and I should 
be glad to hear from them. Another 
paper will be needed to secure the 
North Parish line.

Butter Firm, With No Change 
f In Prices. 


Slight Decline In Chrese—Fresh Ege 
Sell More Freely—Potatoes and Fruits 
In Liberal Supply. 


Boston, Aug. 26. A firm tone, but no 
advance,” is the way that several deal- 
ers report the butter market this week. 
It is, perhaps, easier to obtain the ex- 
treme qu tations if the right quality is 
offered, but for all grades under fancy 
the demand is light, and prices no more 
than steady. 

The quality of the receipts shows up 
a little better than last week, and there 
is about enough for the demand, except 
in boxes and prints, which are still 
rather scarce. General trade continues 
quiet, and there is nothing in the mar- 
ket here to warrant any further advance. 

Exporters are not getting many or-

The exports show ea falling off trom 
Boston and New York, but a material 
increase from Montreal. The shipments 
were as follows: From Boston, 2250 
tubs; New York, 9500; Montreal, 21,311; 
total for the three ports, 33,061, against 
30,700 tubs previous week. Total ship- 
ments for three weks, 89,849 tubs, against 
11,339 tubs same time last year. 

Receipts of butter for the five week were 
the smallest of the season, being only 
20,878 tubs and 16,799 boxes, a total of 
982,079 pounds. This about equals the 
average weekly consumption. The 
week previous the total weight was 1,047,- 
232 pounds, and corresponding week last 
year total weight was 960,926 pounds.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Grass, Corn and Potatoes Pushed Along 
by Favorable Weather. 


Boston, Aug. 25.—The United States 
agricultural bureau, New England sec- 
tion, issues the following bulletin: 

Cooler weather has prevailed in New 
Fngland for the week ending Aug. 24, 
with slight frosts in lowlands reported 
from northern Maine, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts and southern Rhode 
Island. No damage resulted. Thunder 
and hail storms prevailed in northern 
sections on the 18th and 19th, but little 
damage was done, except in Addison 
county, Vt. Over a strip, about one mile 
in width in that county, apples and 
grapes were badly bruised, and vegeta- 
bles riddled. Over one inch of rain fell 
at Burlington, Vt., and in southwestern 
Connecticut, but generally the fall was 
about one-half inch. In most sections 
this was sufficient for surface needs, and 
all crops are growing well, but there has 
been a lack of continuous soaking rains, 
and the subsoil and the water reservoirs 
need filling up. The cool weather has 
checked mildew, rust and blight. 


About the Latest Blue Book, 

London, Aug. 26.—In an editoral this 
morning, commenting upon the issuance 
of the Blue book, The Times says: We 
presume the government’s object in 
issuing yesterday the Blue book, con- 
containing exclusively Dr.Schomburgk’s 
reports and letters relative to the bound- 
ary mission stations from 1841 to 1844, 
was for the purpose of refuting the 
Venezuelan allegations relative to the 
alteration and extension of the Schom- 
burgk line 20 years after Schomburgk'a 
death. Continuing, The Times says: 
The Blue book disposes of these myths 
very completely, thus confuting, and it 
may be hoped, silencing imputations 
which ought never to have been made 
against Great Britain. 


Immediate Surrender Demanded. 

Zanzibar, Aug. 27.—An ultimatum 
was sent Said Kalid last evening, in- 
forming him that unless he strikes his 
fag and makes a complete surrender 
today the palace will be bombarded. All 
of the British residents of the town 
have been requested to go on board the 
warships lying in the harbor. The force 
under the control of Said Kalid numbers 
£500 men, all well armed. The consen- 
sus of opinion is that the action of Said 
Kalid has furnished a favorable occa- 
sion for the hoisting of the British flag 
and abolition of the Arab rule and slav- 
ery. The belief is quite general here 
that the death of the late sultan was 
caused by ve 


ages of extra creamery butter, to be 
packed in Australian boxes, has been 
tuken by one of our northern creamery 
companies, and more will probably be 
ordered. They are for one of our lead- 
ing.exporters, who believes that Ameri- 
can creamery butter, light colored and 
salted, put up in square boxes, will 
command a good sale in England. 

The Australian package must be made 
of white odorless wood, clean and free 
from any tendency to warp. The re- 
quired size is 12x12x12 isrches, inside 
measurements, and the boards must be 
five-eighths of an inch in thickness. 
Sides, tops and bottoms must each be of 
one piece, and fastened with two-inch 
nails, one in each corner. Line sides, 
top and bottom, with strips of paper, 
48 inches long and 12 inches wide. 
Capacity, 56 pounds. 

The country cheese markets have lost 
their rising tone, and sales this week in- 
dicate a slight decline. Our market re- 
mains steady, because it did not go up 
with the country rates. Sales of best 
northern at 8% to 8% cents, but buyers 
have been taking only small lots, and it 
is hard to tell what a round lot would 
realize if forced on sale. 

The Canadian markets have also toned 
down, and bids in Montreal does not 
exceed 8% cents. The interior sales were 
very small, bids of 8 to 8% cents having 
been refused, and a lull is now expected. 

Fresh eggs have been selling more 
freely, and best marks of Michigan run 
up to 14% cents, with other good west- 
ern at 13 to 14 cents. Fresh eastern 
commands 16 cents, but receivers can- 
not get enough to fill orders. 

Beans were a little stronger, with less 
offering, but it was difficult to sell round 
lots of choice marrow pea or medium at 
over 95 cents or $1 per bushel.

PROTECT THE. TREES, 


Directions from the Board of Agriculture 
for the Destruction of Pes:s. 


One of our readers who is very prop. 
erly much troubled over the ravages of 
the bugs and worms in our trees has 
asked for the publication of some kind of 


protection that. is efficacious. In re- 


sponse to our request the Mass. Board of 
Agriculture sends up the following 
which will be useful information for our 
readers. If any of our readers ha ve fol- 
lowed any other methods that were 
found to work satisfactorily in protect- 
ing the trees we shall be pleased to pub- 
lish their experience. 

The apple orchards of eastern Massa. 
chusetts were, asa rule, seriously dam- 
aged by the canker-worms, and in some 
orcbards the fruit crop was almost a fail. 
ure from this cause. The ravages of this 
pest can be obviated by banding the trees. 
with Raupenleim or tar, as already indi- 
cated, to prevent the ascent of the female 
moths. 

“The canker-worms being of two kinds, 
fall and spring, this work be done 
early in the fall and che- bands kept fresh 
up to the time severe cold weather sets 
in, and should also be put in working or- 
der with the advent of warm weather in 
the spring. The wingless female moths 
ascend the trees on warm days to lay 
their eggs, and the same weather that 
will bring them out will also often the 
bands — if they have been properly put 
on—and make them sufficiently adhe- 
sive to catch the moths. 

“The value of the presence of chicka- 
dees in orchards has been ably demon- 
strated by the ornithologist of the’ Board, 
Mr. E. H. Forbush, in a recent bulletin, 
These birds, as has been pointed out by 
Mr. Forbush, destroy immense numbers 
of canker-worm moths and eggs, and 
may be made to frequent orchards by 
placing meat, bones, etc., in the trees 
during the winter. Where these pre- 
cautionary measures have been neglected 
and the canker-worm larvae appear in 
the trees, spray promptly and thorough- 
ly with arsenate of lead, as directed. 

“Against the tussock moth, which has 
caused so much damage this year to 
parks, street trees and even small or- 
chards in Boston and the suburban dis- 
trict, as well as elsewhere in the State, 
somewhat different methods should be 
employed. The present year* the pest 
devastated many fine elms on Boston 
Common and stripped and in some cases 
seriously damaged numerous street trees, 
Many horse chestnut, elm, pear and 
cherry trees stripped in midsummer by 
this insect in Boston, Chelsea, East Bos- 
ton and Charlestown have been unable to 
throw out a second crop of leaves (like 
the linden) and are as bare asf{in winter. 
To prevent the ravages of this pest in the 
cheapest and most efficient manner the 
infested trees should be thoroughly 


| cleaned of the nests in the winter when 
the branches are bare. These nests, from 


their White, frothy appearance, are read - 
ily seen and easily removed. When they 
occur in crevices in fences and in other 
places difficult of access, they may be de- 
stroyed by the use of crude mineral oils. 
After the larvae hatch, trees where they 
are most abundant should be heavily 
sprayed with arsenate of lead wherever 
it is practical to do so. In the same way, 
80 far as possible, trees which have been 
cleared of nests should be isolated from 
infested trees by means of Raupen- 
leim or other suitable bands, those in 
public places being put on at a sufficient 
height from the ground to prevent injury 
to the clothing of passers by. These 
methods, if thoroughly enforced, will re- 
duce the numbers of the pest in localities 
where employed to a point where it will 
do no particular damage.“

At the convention of the Sound Money 
Democracy of Massachusetts held at 
Horticultural hall, Boston, Tuesday, 
Aug. 25, a platform was adopted as fol- 
lows: 

‘The Democratic party during its whole 
history has been pledged to promote the 
security of personal liberty and private 
contract, the rights of the individual 
against favored classes, the supremacy 
of the law, and economy of administra- 
tion of government in the people's inter- 


The Democratic party has always 
stood fer a sound and stable currency 
for the use and benefit of the people, and 
not of a section or a ciass. 

It has ever insisted that the financial 
honor of the nation, as well as the in- 
tegrity of the institutions established by 
the constitution, should be preserved in- 
violate. 

The delegates to the convention at Chi- 
cago were elected to prociaim a platform 
and to nominate candidates represent- 
ing the cardinal principles of the Dem- 
ocratic party. In violagion of the trust 
committed to them a majority of the 
delegates there assembled, against the 
protest of one-third of the convention, 
repudiated the Democratic administra- 
tion of our Democratic president, Grover 
Cleveland, abandoned the long tried and 
essential principles of our old Demo- 
cracy, and formulated a platform em- 
bodying views new and strange to the 
Democratic party, destructive to the wel- 
fare of our citizens, imperilling the life 
of our constitutional government, and 
impeaching the honesty of the United 
States among the nations of the world. 

The Chicago convention, having failed 
in its duty, and having adopted a plat- 
form absolutely at variance with the 
past platforms of the Democratic 
in Massachusetts and in the nation, it 
becomes the necessary duty of the Dem- 

rrats of the commonwealth of Massa- 

usetts to assemble again in convention 
to reaffirm the ancient principles of the 
Democratic party, and to choose dele- 
gates to a new convention of the Dem- 
ocrets of the United States, and 

Therefore, we Democrats of Massa- 
chusetts, who are leyal to the old Demo- 
cracy, in convention assembled, hereby 
reanirm and redeclare our belief in each 
and every principlé laid down in the 
‘platform of the Democratic party of this 
state, adopted by its delegates in conven- 
tion assembled, on April 21, 1896.

He was also super- 
intendeut of Ridgewood Cemetery sever- 
al years. 

As à public officer Mr. Allen served 
faithfully and well, sufficiently so; as to 
warrant his re-election on several occa- 
sions. His first office: was town con- 


stabte ffi 1851. In 1856 when North An- 


dover was born he was awarded the col- 
lection of taxes. Both of these positions 
he retained for years. In.1871-2-3 he was 
Selectman, the highest office in the gift 
of the town. In 1871 he was appointed 
Justice of the Peace and W for 14 
years. 

He joined St. Matthews Lodge, F. A. M., 
Andover, in 1859, and in 1874 was the in- 
strument through which Cochichewick 
Lodge was established here. He con- 
tributed largely of time and means to 
successfully establish the order in town. 

Dec. 26, 1889, he married Katharine, 
only daughter of Jacob and Phoebe Carl- 
ton of Methuen, whose help, counsel and
